NEW YORK—The Albert hall, Lon- 
don, was crowded at the anti-women’s 
suffrage meeting, says a New York Her- 
ald despatch. 

Lord Cromer, once British agent and 
consul general in Egypt, presided, while 
among those on the platform were the 
Duke of Norfolk and a large number of 
members of the House of Commons of 
both parties. 

A resolution was adopted declaring 
that the enfranchisement of women 
would be detrimenta] to their interests 
and the welfare of the state and ought 
not to take place except it was de- 
manded by a majority of the electorate. 

A letter from the premier was read, i 
which he said that he believed, as al- 
ways, that the granting of parliamentary 
suffrage to women “would be a gravd 
political mistake.”

HARRY LAWSON, ML P 


» (Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—At a dinner at the Authors 
Club on Feb. 12, the subject discussed 
was “Journalismg: Ideal and _ Real.” 
Francis Gribble presided and the Hon. 
Harry Lawson, M. P., was the guest of 
the evening. 

“The press,’ said Mr. Lawson, “is the 
megaphone of the voices of the age, and 
if there no idealism in the press it 
must because there none im the 
nation.” 

He took it that good 
thought their press an _ ideal 
press. What was an-ideal press! He 
supposed it was one that made. on the 
whole, for enlightenment and righteous- 
They must, not, of course, ask too 
much from their press. 

He was quite certain the ideal news- 
paper Was not one written by prigs for 
prigs. Of the newspaper press 
Was not always looked up to _ in 
a way it now. The worship of 
the pregs was not a very ancient cus- 
tom. In the old days there was at first 
a real_horror of the press because it 
meant publicity, and then there was an 
artificial horror which came a good deal 
from what the French termed “intellect- 
ual snobbism.” 

In the old daya people disliked pub- 
licity of any kind, and they resented the 
common people being told of what went 
on im the high places of the world as 
much as they used to their reading the 
Scriptures in the mother tongue. It was 
looked upon almost as sacrilege. Things 
had changed somewhat now. The new 
democracy worshipped at the shrine of 
the newspaper office, and they were held 
responsible for all the fortunes and mis- 
fortunes of mankind. He had seen that 
very day in the papers that all the ill 
feeling of nations was still saddled on 
the newspaper press,

D0 FOR TOWER TOLD 
BY LONDON LECTURE 


| LONDON-A. 1D. Lindsay recently de- 
livered a lecture before the Fabian educa 
tion group on “What Oxford Could Do,” 


in the course of which he discussed what 
Oxford

A great deal of the education at Oxford | 
end Cambridge, he said, was, and must | 
always be, technical, in the sense that it 
Was a training for certain professions.

up something of a totally different 
nature, sometimes known as a liberal or 
a general education, and sometimes 
labeled with the unfortunate word “cul- 
ture.” 

Hitherto education at Oxford and Cam- 
bridge had -been practically confined to 
the small section of society that could 
afford the large expenditure which the 
college system involved. The training 
given at Oxford certainly succeeded in 
preparing people for public life and serv- 
ive. Publie life, however, was no longer | 
the privilege of a elass; nowadays men! 
of all classes had to tackle complex prob. | 
lems of economics and politics. It ought 
to be much more easy for any boy with | 
the right kind of ability to go to Oxford | 
to be trained for a profession. As a | 
matter of fact it was much more easy 
than people imagined. :

COUNTY COUNCIL THEATER 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LON DON—Sir George Alexander 
proposed that the London county «ouncil 
shall establish and control a_ theater 
of its own. The subject has aroused a 
considerable amount interest both 
among municipal bodies and also among 
actors. 

Sir George told a representative of the 
Daily Chronicle that he meant to do 
everything he could to further the 
scheme. The council, he said, already 
provides recreation in various forms for 
the people of London, provision for sports 
and pastimes in the parke and open 
spaces, and music by excellent bands. 
Why shoujd it not go a step further and 
establish a people's theater, which the 
ratepayers might regard as their very 
own? 

There would be a stock company of

UNITED ORY GOONS 
NET INCOME MAKES 
SHBSTANTIAL GAIN 


Earnings Reperts Indicate 
That Dry Goods Lines Are 
Not Depressed—Preferred 
Dividends Regarded Secure 


A BIG COMBINATION 


The net itcome of United Dry Goods 
for the six months ended Jan. 15 is the 
largest since the company wes formed, 
with the exception of the six months 
ended Jan. 15, 1911. Owing to the fact 
that the first report covered 74 months 
which ended with Jan. 15, 1910, the best 
basis for comparison is the monthly net 
income. 

The company was formed on June ]}, 
1909, and for the entire period since tlie 
monthly net income had averaged $170,- 
774. The average for the six months 
recently reported was $178,900. 

The earnings so far reported by the 
company on a monthly basis have been 
as follows: 71% months to Jan. 15, 1910, 
$166,876; six months to July 15, 1910, 
$166,514; Jan. 15, 1911, $193,577; July 
15, 1911, $169,143; Jan. 15, 1912, $178,900. 

For the 12 months to Jan. 15, 1911, 
the monthly net income was $176,212, 
and for the next 12 months it was $174,- 
ms. As a whole, the figures show that 
earnings have been much better during 
the last 18 months than they were dur- 
Ing the year previous. The dry goods 
business is evidently not as depressed 


|BEST INQUIRY. 


IS FOR NOTES 
OF GOOD YIELD 


NEW YORK-—Dealers report the mar- 
ket for government bonds practically 
flat and see no prospect of early im- 
provement. In the general investment 
market the best demand is for short 
term notes of high yield, industrial and 
public utility bonds and stocks. 

One dealer says: “Institutions which, 
during the past year and one half, of 
low money rates, have put their funds 
in securities to get a higher return, have 
seen many of these depreciate and have 
actually lost all the higher return they 
expected. A marked example was in 
Chicago Great Western first 4s, which 
institutions bhoughy heavily, and which 
have declined from the offering price of 
92 early in 1910 to 82',4.” 

National bank buying of government 
2s for citeulation will not likely carry 
them much above par, because of the 
possibility that a new currency plan 
may provide for retirement at that 
figure. Dealers figure that there is still 
a small] profit for the banks, due to the 
circulation ‘privilege, in buying at 100%, 
but doubt that banks will follow the 
bonds much higher. 

Trading in state and city issues is 
confined largely to those maturing 
within the next few years. Financing 
by New York state is expected before 
New York city again comes into this 
market. An issue of state highway 
bonds within a month would not surprise 
dealers.

BETTER TRADE IN: 
FINISHED STEEL 


NEW YORK—The Iron Age says: 
The’ finished steel trade -is still hopeful 
that the advance of the active season 
will bring a material increase in busi- 
ness, but. has found no evidence of such 
improvement in the past week. Until 
pig iron shows more signs of life ex- 
pectations of wide-spread betterment in 
the industry are not likely ta be realized. | 

The encouraging feature of the situa- 
tion is that the mills have kept up so 
high a rate of operation, with all the 
handicaps of severe cold and of freight 
blockades in February.

Grounds can be lavishly planted about 
the house and about the boundaries, 
or wherever there is a structural reason, 
and yet have a perfect unity, even sim- 
plicity. But a lawn dotted with speci- 
men plants, however choice they may be 
and however well they may grow, is 
no more orderly or tasteful than a room 
on cleaning day when the chairs are all 
put in the center on the rug in order 
to dust the woodwork.—Good House-

se. ' With this view some other Democratic sen- 
ators are in agreement. Senator Martin of Virginia, the titular Demo- 
cratic leader in the Senate, is positively opposed to any such action. 
There is nothing, he says, in Colonel Roosevelt’s candidacy to war- 
rant any change in the Democratic program; it improves rather than 
impairs the Democratic chance of victory in November. It appears 
that this view is shared by a majority of the Democratic senators. 

The Republican national convention is called to assemble in 
Chicago on June 18; the Democratic national convention 1s called 
to assemble in Baltimore on June 25. These dates are too close 
together. . It is not difficult to imagine a combination of circum- 
stances that would prolong the Republican convention beyond the 
time for the opening of the Democratic convention. Representative 
James of Kentucky makes the best argument advanced in favor of 
postponement when he ‘says that the possible interval between the 
adjournment of the Republican and the meeting of the Democratic 
convention will not give delegates to the latter sufficient time in 
which to deliberate over the work of the former. He favors an 
immediate meeting of the Democratic national committee for the 
purpose of considering the idea of postponing the opening of the 
convention of that party for two or three weeks, not because Colonel 
Roosevelt has declared his candidacy, but simply because the Demo- 
cratic convention should have more time than is allotted it under the 
present arrangement in which to deliberate over the work of the 
Republicans. 

Notwithstanding, it is not probable that the change will now be 
made. There are reasons why it should be easier to name an earlier 
date for the holding of the Republican than a later date for the 
holding of the Democratic convention, but in either case much incon- 
venience and confusion would be involved. Both in Chicago and in 
Baltimore the preliminary arrangements for holding the conventions 
on the dates set are well under way. It would be no small matter 
to upset the plans of the local committees, the hotel keepers, the 
public men, the newspaper men, the elected and prospective delegates, 
whose engagements have been adjusted to these dates. Still, there 
is very good ‘reason behind the proposal for a postponement. It was 
« mistake to set the dates so close together from a public standpoint. 
The nation should be given ample time to digest the proceedings of 
one convention before another is called to order. 


ALTHOUGH other American states as well as 
Louisiana are deeply concerned in the cultr 
Sugar vation and protection of sugar-producing 
crops, no other state 1s so dependent on sugar. 
Question The placing of sugar on the free list might 
cripple one of many industries in the other 
in |_ouisiana sugar-producing states; it might, and it is 
| believed by her people that it would, utterly 
destroy one of the principal sources of Lou- 
isiana’s prosperity. The western beet-raising 
states have many other resources to which they could turn, should 
occasion warrant or demand. Cane-raising is one of the few 
resources of Louisiana. 

In 1911 the state in question produced crops to the aggregate 
money value of $85,236,000. Sugar cane and its by-products, 
molasses and syrup, contributed $34,000,000 toward this grand total. 
That is to say, considerably more than one third of the total cash 
value of Louisiana’s crops last year was represented by cane. The 
cane crop, to put it in another way, was worth more than the cotton 
crop and the corn crop combined; considered apart from its 
by-products, sugar represented a greater value than that of the cotton 
and rice crops combined. Nearly every dollar of the $34,000,000 
earned by the cane fields flows into the channels of Louisiana trade. 
It is sustenance to the trade and commerce of New Orleans. If by 
any cause cane production should be rendered unprofitable, the effect 
upon New Orleans and Louisiana would be precisely what the effect 
of the closing down of the mills and factories would be upon Boston 
and Massachusetts. 

What Louisiana is pleading for now is that each of the states 
shall put itself in its place. It is a plea for fair consideration~ Louisi- 
ana holds—as do the sugar beet states—that the removal of the 
tariff from sugar carries with it no guarantee that the price of sugar 
to the consumer will be reduced; but, assuming that there would be 
a reduction, that it would be so small as scarcely to be felt by the 
individual user of the commodity. It would not, so it is contended, 
amount to more than a fraction of a cent on the pound. On the 
other hand, it would be sufficient to let in the raw sugar raised -in 
foreign countries at a price that would drive domestic sugar out of 
the market. Moreover, the government would lose the immense 
revenue it now derives from the duty on sugar. 

Southern Louisiana—the delta country—could, and doubtless 
would, be made to yield other than sugar cane crops, but, at least, 
such is the claim, at the cost of a tremendous, if not a disastrous, 
drop in the value of the product per acre. That country is being 
wonderfully developed at present. Tens of thousands of fertile 
acres will soon be added to it if present reclamation plans shall be 
carried out. These improvements, it is safe to say, will not proceed 
if the sugar cane industry is mterfered with. Sugar means every- 
thing to Louisiana; it is what corn is to Illinois, what wheat is to 
Minnesota, what cotton is to South Carolina, what the steel industry 
is to Pittsburgh, what the fabric industry is to New England, what 
fruit is to southern California, what cattle are to Texas—is it any 
wonder, therefore, that Louisiana appeals to the sisterhood of states 
and begs that it may be protected, especially since it insists that its

orchestral organization that will equal, if it does not surpass, any 
now in existence in this country. Presumably he has made some 
inquiries which enable him to realize in a measure what the satisfac- 
tion of this laudable ambition involves, and what it would mean. For 
example, he must, have learned that it has taken tlfirty years to bring 
the Boston Symphony orchestra up to its present point of excellence, 
that the Thomas/ orchestra of Chicago has been in process of devel- 
opment for twenty years, and that other orchestras, such as the New 
York Symphony and the Philadelphia orchestra, are the creations of 
years rather than of months or weeks. 

Assuming that Mr. Schwab is entering upon this matter with 
the care he exer@sses in ordinary business affairs, he should at the 
outset be given the credit of recognizing the fact that a symphony 
orchestra cannot be established at a sweep of the hand. A group 
of well-trained musicians, though they be furnished with the. finest 
musical instruments obtainable, and even though they be provided 
with competent leadership, will not make an orchestra off-hand. 
Touching upon this point, the Detroit Free Press properly and sen- 
sibly remarks: ‘“The Boston orchestra, unquestionably the best in 
America, and probably the best in the world . . . was welded in the 
first place by the finest drill masters in the world and they 
gave to their work, some of the best years of their lives, polishing 
here, toning there and weeding out in. other places, until today the 
band is as far beyond criticism as a perfectly polished diamond of 
the purest water.”’ 

This is a splendid compliment to the Boston organization. Almost 
as much might be’ said for the Thomas orchestra. It was established 
by a master of music, a musician universally acclaimed a genius. 
For the last six years it has been under the guidance of Frederick 
Stock, a worthy successor. Walter Damrosch has for years given of 
his best to the New York Symphony orchestra. Let us take it for 
granted that Mr. Schwab knows all this, and that he is going for- 
ward in.the work of establishing a Lehigh Symphony orchestra in 
the light of this knowledge. Even if he has not already learned 
that the upbuilding of an orchestra of the first rank must be the 
work of many years, there is no doubt that he will learn it in time. 
Let him not be discouraged at the start. He possesses all the means 
necessary to give an orchestra thirty or forty years of training; it

was only a dependency, there was friction 
with natives who had embraced Christianity. Not that they were 
overtly hostile to government imposed from without; but in Korea, 
as in other lands where Christian missions have. penetrated, their 
effect has been to arouse opinions that are hostile to anything like 
tyranny or arbitrary rule. Hence, for some years past there has 
been more or less friction between Japanese officials and the Christian 
natives and their American teachers, though the latter, of course, 
almost invariably have counseled obedience to law and “rendering 
unto Caesar the things that are Caesar’s.”” Desirous of remaining in 
the land, shaping the onward sweep of a movement that is larger in 
its dimensions than any recent conversion of an entire people, Amer- 
ican missionaries and educators have studiously and prudentially 
avoided conflicts with the Japanese rulers. Now Japan charges that 
the teachers and pupils in this particular school of an exceptionally 
intractable region of Korea have been proved guilty of a conspiracy 
against the life of the Japanese resident-general in Seoul, and that 
investigation pf this case has led to exposure of ramifications of dis- 
loyalty among Christian Koreans which cannot be allowed to go 
unpunished. 

Substantiation of such.charges, of course, will be followed by 
immediate repudiation of any such policy by the American missionary 
boards whose servants are proved to have thus felt and acted toward 
Japan. The secretaries, however, are entirely justified iy insisting 
to officials of the state department, that the Americans involved be 
protected in all legal rights pending trial, and that the case be judged 
by a court rightly constituted. :

That further federal aid is to be sought for these state agri- 
cultural colleges and for other institutions that will meet the demand 
is evident from bills now before Congress and the public pressure that 
is back of them. The principle of national aid to state educational 
institutions having long since been established, the fight is not likely 


to be strenuous on that point. Nevertheléss, ‘it tio doubt, will be .- 
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policy not unduly to offend sticklers for a sharp. differentiation 
between national and state functioning. Moreover, there is an insti- 
tutional jedlousy that has to be reckoned with that already has aligned 
the state universities and colleges in some states against anything 
that will seem to strengthen state agricultural schools. But a gertuine 
popular demand can easily overcome obstacles like these. 

The bill fathered by Senator Page of Vermont is attracting con- 
siderable attention and favor because of the emphasis it puts upon 
the need of federal aid for training teachers who can serve farm 
owners and operators; because it plans to give support to “extension” 
methods in disseminating information widely among rural dwellers; 
and because it proposes to foster the development of state district 
agricultural schools, where instruction in agriculture and domestic 
economics can be given after the fashion that is-being followed no 
farther away than Canada. Whether this bill or others now before 
Congress shall pass immediately is not so important as that American 
public opinion concentrate on the larger problem with which the 
measures attempt to deal. Stress of economic conditions is forcing 
more caretul consideration than hitherto given to the necessity of 
making competent, trained, thrifty tillers of the soil and wives and 
daughters who shall manage prudently the homes of rural regions. 
“Back to the land” has become something more than the cry of the 
sentimental faddist. It is the sage advice of economists and publi- 
cists. But if the people heed the cry, schools suited to the task of 
training them to. live profitably and happily on the land must mul- 
tiply. Some states can assume the task. Others cannot. Flere is 
where national aid may be needed.

That South America is entirely agree- || } 
able to anything that will place it in quicker — 
touch with Europe goes almost without saying. But the interests 
of the North American exporters have not heretofore been consid- 
ered, and it is now figured out by those familiar with trade routes 
and export matters that the United States may find itself confronted 
by a serious competition should a three-day route between Africa and 
Brazil become more than a theory. 

In the case of heavy freight shipments, apparently, it is not 
always advantageous to send by the all-water route imstead of by 
part rail. For industrial Europe believes it possible to send manu- 
factured goods, destined for South America, by way of the proposed 
Ibero-Afro-American railway in five days from the time when the 
goods leave the factories; whereas at present it takes at least a week 
more than this time for a steamer to cover the distance between Med- 
iterranean ports and Pernambuco. It would take even longer than 
that from more northern ports. 

Tha in view of these facts the coming Pan-American railway 
has become of greater significance to American export inferests ‘is 
only natural. The all-America route is progressing slowly, a line 
here and a line there, still leaving great gaps to be filled out. But 
with Eyrope apparently in earnest regarding the three days’ passage 
between the old world and the new, it can be expected that United 
States merchants will take sufficient heed of the situation to catch 
up with any move that has competitive design. Spain, as the moving 
force in this enterprise, has found South America more than willing 
to assist; but there is nothing to indicate that South America will 
do anything to hamper the United States in devising ways and means 
by rail and water for insuring adequate communication

This would hardly be solving the domestic help question in a 
strict sense. What is wanted is something—some invention, some 
adaptation of an existing invention—that will place electric domestic 
help within the reach of the millions of housewives and househus- 
bands who need it most. You can have now, if you are able and 
willing to pay for them, an electric cooking stove, electric roasters, 
toasters, broilers, and so on; you can have electric irons, electric 
dishwashers; you can have electric sweepers, electric heaters, electric 
baths, combs, brushes, towels. You can be aroused gently in the 
morning by an electric awakener, you can be assisted to dress by an 
electric valet, you can descend to the dining room on an electric 
elevator, you can sit down to electric ham and eggs and’ read the 
electric morning newspaper while your wife operates the machinery 
in an electric kitchen by simply playing upon an electric keyboard. _ 
But not if you are living on an average salary or an average income. 
These luxuries, taking them altogether, are still far beyond the reach 
of the plain people. 

What is wanted is one machifie, one simple device, something 
that you can buy for a few dollars, or rent cheaply by the month, 
that when set in motion in the morning will go through’ the house- 
work from beginning. to end, without stopping and without com- 


_ plaining, and that in the quiet of the domestic evening, when all of 


the drudgery of the day is over, will transform/itself into an auto- 
matic piano, a checkerboard’or a good book and entertain the family 
until bedtime. The common people of the county cannot afford to 
pay rent for houses large enough to store all-the separate devices now 
available for the perfgrmance of electric domestic work, nor can 
they afford to give all their time to the operation of them, nor can 
they afford to employ electricians to run them. ‘There must be a 
simple combination of existing appliances and machines for house- 
hold service, and, if in developing something along this line that 
will come within the reach of all, the inventive genius of the country 
can arrange matters so that the’ instrunient, finally developed will run
